Andrew T. Stevenson, former city 
detective and former member of 
the police gambling squad, who has 
been one of the largest operators 
of the games which have a gross 
annual income of about $3,000,000 
in the city. 

Also named in indictments voted 
yesterday, were two other white 
men and six Negroes. An indict- 
ment against another white man 
was suppressed pending his arrest. 

The accusations came as the re- 
sult of a six months’ investigation 
by police under the supervision of 
Assistant Chief Andrew T. Aylward. 
It is the firs. time, Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Herman D. Olian ex- 
plained, that sufficient evidence 
has been obtained by police to bring 
charges against the bhigher-ups 
in the policy game. 


“Policy King of St. Louis.” 


| Stevenson has been known to po- 

lice as the “policy king of St. 
Louis,” Olian said. The gross re- 
ceipts of his enterprise, Olian added, 
were about $1,000,000 annually, most 
of it coming from the nickels and 
dimes of Negroes, who are the chief 
players of the game. 

There are three indictments 
against Stevenson. Each offense 
is punishable, on conviction, by a 
sentence ranging from six months 
in the Workhouse to five years in 
the penitentiary. Stevenson, who 
is 57 years old, lives at 6007 South 
Kingshighway. Arrested on Thurs- 
day, he was released on $10,000 
bond returnable next Friday in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 

The other two white men indicted 
are August G. Budde, of 6377 Ban- 
croft avenue, former police depart- 
ment clerk and known to police as 
Stevenson's chief lieutenant and 
Ferdinand F. Keyman, of 3557 Ten- 
hessee avenue, named as the man- 
ager of one of the games. There 
are two indictments against Budde. 

Budde and Keyman were also re- 
leased on $10,000 bonds returnable 
next Friday.

The Finnish sources indicated 
that the Red army had suffered 


its most outstanding disaster since 
its invasion of Finland began near 
3 two months ago. 

These reports said the Russians, 
desperately trying to escape from 
an icy trap into which Field Mar- 
shal Baron Mannerheim's generals 
had led them, had abandoned hun- 
dreds of tanks, armored cars, mo- 
torized anti-aircraft guns and other 
artillery. 

More Red army material was said 
to have been destroyed. 

How many Russian soldiers froze 
to death, were. killed. or died of 
‘starvation * was unclear, the 
Finns said, but the belief here was 
that only a fraction of four divi- 
sions engaged in 2 long-drawn bat- 
tle in that area had succeeded in 
escaping.

Finnish Loans Called Un-neutral. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE widesp. ad sympathy now being 

manifested in the United States in be- 
half of Finland, which may again involve 
us in Europe, recalls other instances 
which have found us on this dangerous 
ground when sentiment threatened to 
usurp the place of the settled policy of 
non-intervention in the affairs of Europe. 

The first outstanding case was in 
the war of the Greeks for independence, 
when various memorials appeared in 
Congress in response to _ resolutions 
passed by citizens requesting recognition 
of Greek independence. 

Private individuals may do much in 
behalf of one or the other belligerents 
in any war without involving their own 
government. They may contribute money 
for the purchase of food supplies or even 
arms. But the obligations of neutrality, 
as universally understood, prohibit a neu- 
tral government from giving any dis- 
criminatory aid which might augment 
the resources of a belligerent, whether 
the war is formally declared or not, 

Since food is quite as essential to the 
maintenance of the fighting forces as 
arms, it is even doubtful that a govern- 
ment may contribute public moneys dis- 
criminatorially to one belligerent for the 
purchase of such supplies for the civilian 
population, for the civilian population 
in wars of today has become a part of 
the war machine. 

Certainly the supply by a neutral gov- 
ernment of public moneys to be used for 
the purchase of military equipment is 
an act of intervention amounting to an 
act of war, and which may be recognized 
as such by the belligerent to whose dis- 
advantage the supply is given.

All that these. workers: and their families have 
had in more than a month je limited relier rations. 
for which they have had to stand in line for hours, 
braving the bitter weather, at St. Louis Social Se- 
curity headquarters on Locust street. 

Efforts were made to get the ‘authorities in Wash 
ington to .ssue d partial advance on wages which 
the workers will earn when the weather moderates 
and the outdoor projects on which they have been 
working ‘can be resumed. But the Comrtroller ruled 
that the law does not authorize such advances. 

Gov. Stark’s statement that 5000 extra workers 
could be given WPA jobs if the city proposed suit- 
able projects is highly. interesting and important, 
but it does nothing to ease the plight of those who 
already on the WPA, are unable to work while the 
harsh weather continues, . \ 

The situation is. caused primarily, it seemr, by 
lack of foresight and planning. A protracted siege 
of cold weather. is always a winter possibility in St. 
Louis. It should have been provided against by the 
preparation of alternate projeets to which the out- 
door workers could be shifted, at least on a part- 
time basis, so as to allow them to earn enough to buy 
food. Such provision is made in some cities. 

In the absence of such an arrangement in ad- 
vance, it would seem that some indoor emergency 
projects: could have -been contrived to relieve the 
urgent need. : 

Some 6000 WPA workers engaged here on white- 
collar projects have been unaffected by the weath- 
er. The 11,000 whose jobs and pay checks have been 
stopped are the worst under-privileged. For the most 
part, they have no resources whatever to fall back 
upon. It has not been from choice or hardihood that 
many of them appeared outside the relief office as 
early as 4 o’clock in the morning, waiting in line in 
the sub-zero weather for the office to open, 
Considering his limited resburces, Hubert Harris, 
City Social Security Administrator, seems to have 
done an excellent job in granting temporary relief. 
He has reinforced his staff by borrowing investiga- 
tors from private social agencies and from the ad- 
ministrative staff of the WPA.. But the provisions 
he has been able to dole out have been pitifully in- 
adequate. 

Mayor Dickmann should make every effort to see 
that emergency projects are proposed and approved 
which will let the men earn at least a few days’ 
wages. Long-range preparations should be made to 
guard the workers against a repetition of such hard- 
ships when severe -weather strikes in the future.

In fairness, however, to 
Stanley Wallach, St. Louis County Prosecutor, the 
quo warranto proceeding he filed against Hart this 
week seems to have been the straw that broke the 
eamel's back.

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CONGRESSMAN OR FISHERMAN? 

Edwin M. Schaefer of. Belleville, who represents 
the Twenty-second Illinois District in Congress, has 
announced that he will be a candidate for renomi- 
nation in the Democratic primary in April. 

Mr. Schaefer seems to be more interested in com- 
mencing his fourth term in the national House than 
he was in serving out his third term during the last 
session. His constituents doubtless remember that 
he stayed on the job long: enough to stand by spoils 
politics by voting against the Hatch Act, and then 
gathered up his fishing rods and tackle and hied him- 
self for Northern Minnesota with a full week of im- 
portant business, ahedd of Congress. ‘The lending-

St. Louis gas consumers owe a vote of thanks to the 
Federal Power Commission. To put it briefly, a 
vast interlocking corporation is attempting to milk 
a distantly related subsidiary. by increased rates for 
natural gas, and as à result users here would bear 
an additional burden estimated at $600,000 a year. 
The case is not decided, but the commission has held 
up the proposed increase for five months and has put 


the burden of proof on the utility. The hikes have 


not yet been justified, n the commission's opinion, 


and they may “place an undue burden upon ultimate “om .

Isn’t the St. Louis gas rate high enough already f keg ig 


without an added gouge being inflicted? Aren't the 


various middie-man corporations up and down the 


line taking a big enough profit at the consumer's 
expense? Note how the grabbing is conducted: 

Natural gas in the Louisiana fields costs as little 
as 3 or 4 cents per thousand cubic feet. Four 


companies own the Mississippi River Fuel Corpora- 
tion and compel it to pay 7.6 cents a thousand. (It 
is at this stage that the increase, to 8 cents, is 
sought.) The corporation, in turn, sells to Laclede 
Gas Light Co, at a figure averaging more than 20 
¢ents a thousand. (That's relatively low; some 
Arkansas companies have to pay 40 cents.) And La- 
clede charges its customers rates of more than $1 
per thousand for the average small household. All 
along the line, the profits are lovely. 
Consider it from another angle, that of comparative 
gas rates. A St. Louis household using 20 therms 
(2500 cubic feet) per month pays at the rate of $1.27 
per thousand. In Springfield, Mo., the same con- 
sumer would pay $1 a thousand; in Kansas City, 87.6 
cents; in Nevada, 64 cents, and in Joplin, 61.6 cents. 
And the gas interests want St. Louisans to pay more! 
The episode is a handsome exhibit of monopoly and. 
exploitation at work. The Federal Power Commis- 
sion is the people's line of defense against utility 
grabs such as this. Since it would seem impossible 
to justify a further rise in the already exorbitant 
rates here, gas consumers are looking to the commis- 
sion to deny this greedy demand.

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GOLIATH’S WEIGHT BEGINS TO TELL. 

We have had such glowing reports of Finnish suc- 
cesses against the invading Russians that we have 
been tempted to forget against what odds they are 
fighting.

Last 
spring he was reported as seeing himself ons day as 
going down with the sinking ship—the S. S. Pender- 
gast—and elegantly declaring the next that if he 
(Stark) runs, I'll beat the hell out of him.” 

‘But this rash boast is now being examined in the 
sover light of discretion. If the Senator counsels 
with candid advisers, he will not run. 

What then? There are reports to the effect that 
President Roosevelt is ready to give him an appoint- 
ment to the Interstate Commerce Commission or to 
make a berth for him in some other administrative 
capacity. 

But it Senator Truman’s record is such that he 
has sacrificed the right to ask re-election to the 
Senate, he obviously is not the type of man who 
should be called up by the appointive power and 
given responsible position.

SHIFTING TROOPS from the 
north to the south means a marked 
fall in blood pressure and hyper- 
tonicity of the digestive system. 

Of course, the same general re- 
sults that are observed in armies 
occur in the civil population. In 
cold weather movements are auto- 
matically more energetic in order 
to keep up warmth. The load on 
the heart is correspondingly great- 
er; the blood pressure is a little 
higher, and there is more heart 
disease during the winter months. 

During the very severe summer 
of 1934, in the Middle West, nature 
made an experiment of its own 
which was observed, and the ob- 
servations show that the blood pres- 
sure fell about 30 per cent and 
there was a general relief from 
symptoms of heart disease. 

Changeable temperatures and the 
pressure of storm zones produce a 
population badly afflicted with 
arthritis and chronic respiratory 
trouble—chronic bronchitis, sinus 
disease, etc. 

For some curious reason, acute 
appendicitis is related to storm 
pathways, following almost the 
same curve as respiratory infec- 
tion, and although the occurrence 
of acute appendicitis is highest in 
the colder climates, the fatality 
rate drops in those samé regions. 

Economic depressions during the 
past 60 years can be so charted 
as to show that they have teen 
preceded by high temperatures and 
a lack of storms that bring about 
reduction in human energy. 

These statements are not made 
without some scientific basis. Dr. 
C. A. Mills, professor of Experi- 
mental Medicine at the University 
of Cincinnati, has made these’ ob- 
servations over a number of ‘years.
